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ALTERATION TO LAWS OF THE 
GAME. 


The International Board has 
approved of the following addi- 
tions and alterations to the laws 
of the game:— 


To Law 6 add: “It igs not a 
breach of the law for a player to 
be in an off-side position, but 
only when in that position he in- 
terferes with an opponent, or with 
the play; if the player who is in 
an off-side position advances to- 
wards an opponent or the ball. 
and in so doing causes play to be 
affected, he shall be penalised,’ 
In rule 10 the words ‘“Corner- 
kick” are struck out. This means 
that in the talking of a corner kick 


© 3R 25-28 =Pe-s 
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players may adyance within 10 
yards of the ball. Law 11 has 
been altered to read, “That a goa} 
can be scored direct from a cor- 
ner-kick, or from a free kick 
which is awarded, because of any 
infringement of Law 9, but not 
from any other tree kick.’ To 
Law 13 (duties and powers of re- 
ferees) add, “It in the opinion of 
the referee, a player has been seri- 
ously injured, the game shall be 
stopped immediately and the play- 
er at once removed from the field 
of play, and the play resumed, 
If the player is apparently slightly 
injured, the game shall not he 
stopped until the ball has ceased 
to be in play. 


These amendments will com 
into force through Australia for 
the season 1925.

DISTRICT FOOTBALL 
THE ENGLISH TOUR. 


Pollowing upon the cablegram 
received by the Commonwealth 
Football Association setting out 
the proposal of the English Foot- 
ball Association in respect to the 
sending of the English team to 
Australia next season, we read 
with interest the cabled remarks 
of the chairman of the English 
Association (Mr. Olegg) on the 
oceasion of the presenting to Mr. 
A. G. Gibbs, the Australasian re- 
presentative, on the Football As- 
sociation) of a silver cup for In- 
terstate competition in Australia. 
Mr. Clegg is reported to have said 
that “whenever and wherever pos- 
sible he woud help to maintain 
friendly retationship between the 
two assoc ations,”’ and further re- 
marked that “arrangements were 
being made to send a team to Aus~- 
tralia.” He hoped that it would 
be u representative team, and that 
it would win, but if Australia won, 
the British Association would not 
begrudge her the s‘ightest merit.
